As to the administration of Gen. Grant, I 


recognize no one as a Republican who is not 
grateful for its judicious, energetic and suc- 
cessful efforts to procure tho ratification of 
the Fifteenth Amendment, that key stone of 
our political arch, whereby tho fruits of our 
great triumphs over rebellion and slavery are 
assured and pctpciuated. That the Presi- 
dent has made some mistakes in appoint- 
ments is obvious. It would boslrauge, in- 
deed, if one so inexperienced in tbe conduct 
of political affairs, bad wholly escaped them. 
While asserting the right of every Republi- 
can to his untrarnmeled choice ol a ca"udi~ 
date for next President, until a nomination 
is made, I venture to suggest that General 
Grant will be far better qualified for that 
momentous trust in 1S72 than he was in 1SOS.

During the lint three days two vessels ur- 


rived with small pox prevailing to a great 
extoal aiujng Hie steerage passengers. They 
are detained at the quarantine, aud the ia- 
liicted passengers sent lo Ward's Island. 
The sailing sliip Europa arrived on the 21bt 
inst., with '11^ steuraga passengers. On the 
voyage thirteen deaths occurred from Ibe 
scourHe,and twenty-three additional cases of 
tlio inieciion were on hoard. 


Tho shio Athenao, also from Bremen, ar- 


rived on the 22-! Inst., with 474 steerage 
passengers and two sailors died at sen. 
Six 


passengers have died at tho quarantine, and 
tweuly passengers have been sent to the 
hospital. The cases on the Athenae con- 
sisted of the small pox, .scarlet fover and 
measles, the majority of deaths being child- 
ren from the latter. Tho captain seems to 
think tliat disease was fostered by the dirty ' 
habits of the emigrants, who were chiefly 
I'olcs. Nothing bhort of physical violence 
could induce them to wash, and the inou de- 
liberately ato the soap furnished them, 
thinking it chccso.

ard wages heretofore paid. 


The brown stone polishers have also 


resolved to strike on Monday. Tho ship 
joiners, eight hundred in number, are organ- 
izing a strike. The varnishers and polish- 
ers, German house painters,show case and 
desk makerSjWood carvers and upholsterers, 
have all gained eight hours except in a few 
shops.
